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Murder-suicide 
ends argument,

A drinking bout early Saturday 
morning between two friends 
erupted into an apparent murder - 
suicicfe in a Romulus apartment, 
according to the out-county unit of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department 

Dead are Arlis D. Helton, 43, of 
6679 Merriman, Romulus, scene of 
the double tragedy, and Dale A. 
Burkett, 31, of Taylor. Both men 
were pronounced dead on arrival at 
Wayne County General Hospital at 
5:43 am., about a half hour after 
deputies arrived at the Helton 
apartment. 

According to Detectives Larry 
Patterson and Charles Updike, who 
investigated the grisly slayings, two 
witnesses saw Burkett shoot Helton 
with a .357 Magnum revolver when 
they went upstairs from a first-floor 
apartment to answer cries of help 
from Helton. 

After the two men fled the 
shooting, both heard a second shot. 
Detectives said it appeared that 
Burkett killed himself after shooting 


The St. Paul Lutheran 
Congreation of New Boston 
celebrated its 100th anniversary as a 
part of the community this Sunday, 
July 30. 

Former Pastor Rev. Harold C. 
Bemthal, of Winter Haven, Florida, 
officiated at the services, which 
were followed by a special 
dedication of the carillon and a 
plaque honoring the descendents of 
the Rev. Henry G. Schuessler, who 
had served the congregation from 
1901 to 1940. 

A potluck dinner rounded off the 
celebration. Other events are 
scheduled for later this year. 

Reaching back into history, the 
church’s First congregation was 
formally organized at a meeting 
held in the New Boston Public School 
on April 29, 1878, with 12 men signing 
the first constitution. 

Then, in June 1887, the 
congregation purchased the 
property on the northeast corner of 
Ellis and Craig streets, and con- 
tracted for the construction of its 
first House of Worship. 

This original structure measured 
28’x 46’ x 18’, with a tower, and cost 
$1,370. 

Pastor Schuesler, in whose honor 
the Sunday services were held, was 
installed on December 15, 1901. In 
1908, the church steeple was built 
and a bell added — the gift of the 
Young Peoples’ Society. TTie bell 
was transferred to the new church in 
1956, and is still in use. 

Up till 1915, all services were 
conducted in German, but from then 
until 1921, the Gospel was preached 
in English once a month, then, 
eventually, twice monthly. 

A Christian Day School, taught by 
thepastor almost wholly in German, 
operated until 1918. Then in the 
spring of 1927 the Sunday School was 
formeally organized. 

The Ladies Aid came into being on 
October 14, 1923, with 19 members. 

The church lostits pastor of nearly 
40 years on November 14, 1940, when 
Pastor Schuessler was fatally in- 


Helton. The gun was found lying on 
the floor near Burkett’s right hand. 
His body was lying on its stomach 
andhehadsuffereda gunshot wound 
to the head, the detectives said. 

A 11-inch knife was found in 
Helton’s left hand and his body was 
lying on its back with a gunshot 
wound and a slash wound on his 
throat. 

Although the knife was found in 
Helton’s hand, Detectives Patterson 
and Updike said it appeared that 
Burkett had inflicted the knife 
wounds on Helton before shooting 
him and then himself. 

Other testimony was taken from 
several persons who heard an 
argument in the upstairs Helton 
apartment and from relatives and 
friends of the two dead men. Both 
men had previously worked together 
and been out together drinking on 
other occasions, the detectives said. 

First to arrive on the shooting 
scene were Deputies Duane Thomas 
and William Kram. 

The two detectives said their in- 
vestigation had not turned up any 
reason for the argument and double 
slaying. 


Funeral 
services were held at the Church, 
and burial was in the Michigan 
Memorial Cemetery. 

Weekly English services were 
introBuced along with the new 
pastor, Rev. Bemthal, on February 
6, 1941. 

The congregationjiegan looking to 
a newer and larger church in April 
1942, when a build ng fund was 
established. However, World War 
Two scarcities and restrictions 
prevented new constructioa so a 
balcony and a mother’s room were 
added to the old build ng. 

On May 30, 1946, Rev. Bernthal 
accepted a call to Our Savior 
Lutheran Church in Detroit, so on 
September 8 Pastor Walter L. 
Gienapp of Petosky was installed. 

A year later a Christian Day 
School was reopened and continued 
until 1960. 

The new church finally was enabled 
to go ahead with construction on 
April 3, 1949, was completed the 
following year on the South East 
comer of Ellis and Craig, and 
dedicated on September 24, 1950. 

Pastor Gienapp left New Boston 
for Muskegon in November of 1958, 
and Pastor Daniel H.F. Richert of 
Wheeler, Michigan was installed in 
February, 1959. 

Introduced during Pastor 
Richert’s ministry were Thursday 
worship service, the Altar Guild, 
Adult Bible class, High School Bible 
Class, Junior and Treble Choirs and 
a Men’s Club. 

The church marked “paid” to its 
mortgage and burned it in a special 
ceremony June 18, 1961 

With the contimous growth of the 
Sunday School the youth program, a 
parish buildihg was contracted and 
dedicated Demcember 18, 1966 

Pastor Richert died suddently on 
September, 4, 1977, and services 
were delivered by his brother-in- 
law, Rev. Berntha( cn September 7. 

The congregation is still without a 
resident pastor, but remains vital, 
with a present membership of about 
1100 faithful.

Paving 
project 
is set 

The cities of Westland and 
Romulus are cooperating with the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
and the State Department of High- 
ways in a major resurfacing of Van 
Born road between Inkster and 
Middlebelt. 

The Romulus City Council ap- 
proved the joint agreement on July 5 
and the Westland City Council 
followed suit on July 18, with the two' 
other bodies of government. 

According to William J. Engle 
Westland’s Director of Public 
Services, the total estimated cost of 
the project will be $350,000. 

“Because this is a Federal 
project,” Engle said, “the Federal 
Government is paying $245,000, 
leaving a balance of $105,000 

“The county is to pay $74,500, and 
the cities of Romulus and Westland 
are to pay $15,250 each.” 

According to the job agreement 
signed by all four bodies of govern- 
ment, the widening and resurfacing 
of Van Bom will provide four 12-foot 
lanes and eight road shoulders from 
approximately 200 feet west of 
Inkster to 200 feet east of Middlebelt 
road between Westland and 
Romulus.

The Huron Schools will try for the 
third time to get their 10 operating 
mills renewed, and this time, they 
will ask for an additional 2.24 mills 
for one year. 

The school board decided at a 
recent meeting to go for the 10 mill 
renewal plus the 2.24 additonal in a 
special election September 7. 

They did vote 5-2 to whittle the 
time of the millage levy dow n to one 
year for both proposals, ad- 
ministrative sources said following 
the meeting 

The school district tried and failed 
twice previously to pass just the 10- 
mill renewal, first for 10 years on 
March 20, and then for five years on 
June 12. 

The request for additional 
millage, school sources said, ‘was 
necessitated by decisions the board 
made after March 20- such as, they 
would not undertake to operate anv 


new r adult education centers The 
language in the new state aid bill 
awaiting the governor’s signature 
stipulates that any regular school 
district which opts to join others in a 
consortium with adult education 
must offer i tall, rather than in part.’ 

Another reason for the board’s 
asking for an increase, the source 
went on, ‘is the board’s assessment 
of the enrollment decline and loss of 
students. 

‘According to the latest budget 
figures, our projected enrollment for 
thisfall is 3,100, do wn from 4,003 this 
past year.’ 

The Board of Education will be 
taking a stronger hand onthisbid for 
the millage, he went on, in order to 
place more emphasis on the need for 
its passing. 

The district’s next tax levy comes 
up in December. In order to get the 
millage tacked onto that one, the 
administration said, the district 
must meet a September 15 deadline.

Law heads 
issue deadly 
force guide 


The American Law Enforcement 
Officers Association and the 
National Association of Chiefs of 
Police have distributed to every 
police and sheriffs department a 
recommended Guide line for the Use 
of Deadly Force. This includes 

17.000 municipal departments and 

3.000 county sheriffs and another 

23.000 private security managers 
who may employ armed special 
officers. 

Chief Robert Feguson, national 
president stated that the Guidelines 
on the Use of Deadly Force came as 
a result of a survey conducted by 
their association due to a series of 
incidents in whidi firearms have 
been discharged resulting in ac- 
cidental deaths, or in seme cases 
murder indictments and civil law 
suits. 

“Basically” he stated, ‘‘we are 
spelling out to both the officer and to 
the community that the burden and 
responsibility placed on law en- 
forcement officers who are armed is 
often in a stress situation. That the 
moment anyone fires a single round 
that person becomes the states 
judge, prosecutor, jury and often 
executioner. The law itself is 
tolerant of deadly force whenever a 
person is i nvolved i n the c ommission 
of a felony. 

“Thus a person, not armed but 
who has engaged ina felony could be 
legally shot and killed. However, the 
U S. Court of Appeals in St. Louis 
ruled that a fleeing felon who is NOT 


violent cannot be shot at. This 
upheld a decision on another case in 
Omaha where a 4 million dollar 
lawsuit was filed by the victims 
mother. Because of these and other 
cases we felt our police association 
should enact guidelines for our 
members and for all armed law 
enforcement personnel.” 

The guidelines now in effect are: 

1 That each officer knows that it 
his duty to try and make an arrest 
without use of force and then no 
more force than may be necessary 
That only when the officers life is in 
danger or that of other persons will 
the officer consider use of a firearm. 

2 . Thatbecause officers are armed 
that they will maintain a hi£h 
proficiency of training and never 
fire warning shots. That the state 
and community must bear the 
responsibility with the officer for his 
actions in their defense. 

3 Tliat if a felon is escaping and 
the officer is not able to stop him-her 
that no attempt will be made to use 
deadly force unless the felon has a 
weapon, has used a weapon and is a 
clear danger to the community. 

4. Finally, that those persons who 
arm themselves to carry out a crime 
do so at their ow r n peril and the only 
response to persons who have a 
weapon is deadly force and tha* 
officers will shoot to kill in such 
cases. Armed felons leave no choice 
to police in such cases.

County pays unpaid 
taxes to local units 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Edgar L. Harris has announced that 
the Board of Commissioners has 
approved payment of all delinquent 
city and school taxes due up to May 
of 1978. 

The general obligation tax notes — 
which total $25,060,000 — were 
issued for the purpose of obtaining 
funds to establish the county’s Tax 
Payment Fund of 1977 delinquent ad 
valorem taxes on real property 
within Wayne County, levied by 
units of government other than the 
City of Detroit and the Detroit 
School District. 

As a result, local school districts 
and municipalities will immediately 
receive taxes due through last May, 
Harris added that all delinquent 
taxes due to schools and 
municipalities willbepaid at the end 
of May every year hereafter. 

"The Board of Commissioners 


approved the program to help each 
commmunity in planning a more 
stable budget,” Harris said. 

Romulus Community Schools will 
receive $628,001.40 and the City of 
Romulus will get $219,649.07. 

Huron Schools will receive 
$211,597.64 and Huron Township 
$88,957.46. 

Van Buren School District is 
slated to get $410,106.87, City of 
Belleville, $27,277.68; Van Buren 
Township, $69,819.40 and Sumpter 
Township, $65,742.82. 

The notes are general obligation 
and pledge the full faith and credit of 
Wayne County for the prompt 
payment of principal and interest. 

The tax notes are issued against 
anticipated revenue and $10,000,000 
plus interest, is scheduled to be paid 
off in both 1979 and 1980, with the 
remaining $5,060,000, plu> interest, 
due to mature in 1981.

Cong. Bill Ford proposes 
department of education 


Ice cream soda perfect

Congr. William D Ford <D-15th 
District), chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Postsecondary 
Education. has introduced 
legislation to create a Department of 
Education. In contrast to other 
Department of Education proposals 
now under discussion, the Ford bill 
would transfer the veterans 
education programs to the new 
department 

The 15th District Michigan 
congressman emphasized that a 
Department of Education must be 
“comprehensive” if it is to succeed 
in establishing a high priority for 
education in the Federal govern 
ment and in reducing the current 
fragmentation of Federal education 
programs. 

While praising the administration 
for its initiative in this area, Congr 


Ford said, “Any Department of 
Education worth of the name must 
include the veterans programs 
which last year provided $3 billion 
in educational benefits to some 16 
million veterans and others.” 

Citing comprehensive oversight 
hearings held by his Subcommittee 
last summmer. Congr Ford 
declared, “Implementation of 
veterans education programs by the 
Veterans Administration demon- 
states a gross lack of sensitivity and 
understanding of the needs of the 
student-veteran and of the nature of 
postsecondary education and in- 
stitutions .” 

Other highlights of the Ford bill 
are: 

- Establishment of a separate 
office for rehabilitation and 


education of the handicapped, 

- The transfer of migrant 
education programs to the Depart- 
ment of Education from the 
Department of Labor, 

-Creation of a National Council on 
Education Research, Development 
and Dissemination, and 

- Emphasis on involvement of the 
nonpublic educational sector in the 
development and implementation of 
departmental policy. 

Congressman Ford s proposal also 
includes in the new Department of 
Education: 

-r The Education Division of the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, 

- The functions of the Office for 
Civil Rights relating to education, 


- The child nutrition programs 
form the Agriculture Department, 

- The Indian education programs 
form the Interior Department, 

- Schools for overseas dependents 
from the Defense Department. 

- Science education programs 
from the National Science Foun- 
dation, 

- The student loan and grant 
programs for law enforcement 
personnel from the Justice 
Department, and 

The college housing program 
from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

Joining Congressman Ford in 
sponsoring this bill were 
Congressmen John Brademas (D- 
Ind.) and Dale Kildee (D-Mich ).

Veteran 's legislation 
approved by lawmakers

Several bills which affect veterans and 
their survivors have been approved by the 
Legislature 

One of the bills, which would expand tax 
benefits to many veterans, has been signed 
into law. It increases tax credits for 
eligible veterans, servicemen and sur- 
viving spouses who rent or lease their 
homes. 

There had already existed a special 
schedule to allow such persons to claim 
credits against their state income tax for 
as much as 100 percent of their property 
taxes. In order to qualify, a person must 
report household income of no more than 
$7,500 a year, unless the person is 
receiving compensation for a service- 
connected disability. 

The special schedule provides for a state 
equalized valuation (SEV) allowance of 
from $2,500 to $4,500, depending upon 
service, status and disability. The tax 
credit is figured by dividing the SEV 
allowance by the actual SEV of the 
homestead, and multiplying that per- 
centage by the property taxes the claimant 
pays. 

However, if the same persons rent or 
lease their homes, they must use the less 
favorable method of computation, which 
yields a credit of only 60 percent of the 
amount by which rent exceeds 3.5 percent 
of income. 

The new law allows eligible veterans, 
service personnel and surviving spouses to 
use the same schedule as those who own 
their homes. They would figure the credit 
by dividing the SEV allowance specified in 
the schedule by 17 percent of the yearly 
rent, divided by the property tax rate on 
the home being rented, and then 
multiplying the result by the property 
taxes paid by the owner of the property. 

The new law eliminates an inequity by 
allowing qualified veterans, widows and 
servicemen who rent to use the same 
method of figuring their tax credits as 


those who own their households. 

Another newly-signed law continues the 
property tax exemption on housing 
specially adapted for a disabled veteran 
for the veteran’s widow as long as she 
remains unmarried. Formerly, the 
exemption ended at the death of the 
veteran. 

In order that they might move about as 
freely as possible, some disabled veterans 
require housing with such special features 
as wheelchair ramps, extra-wide doors, 
attached garages, whirlpool baths and 
other aids The specially adapted housing 
is usually financed in part with grants 
from the federal government. Michigan 
exempts this type of housing from the 
property tax. 

Before the new law, the tax exemption 
ceased at the death of the veteran, forcing 
the widow to begin paying taxes on the 
property. Moreover, many financial 
benefits cease with the death of the 
veteran, and the widow must make do with 
a reduced income at the same time she 
faced the burden of property tax 
payments. 

Also approved by the House and Senate 
was a bill which would make it easier for 
survivors of veterans to obtain an 
allowance for burial expenses for the 
veteran. 

The law requires county boards of 
commissioners or county auditors to pay 
$300 to partially defer burial costs for 
eligible veterans and their widows. One of 
the eligibility requirements is that they 
have an estate of no more than $35,000. 

As inflation increases, this limitation 
becomes more and more unreasonable, 
especially given the rising value of real 
estate, which is part of the estate. The 
ownership of even a modest home by the 
survivors can easily put the value of an 
estate beyond $35,000, making them 
ineligible for the burial allowance. 

The bill excludes real estate owned by 


the deceased person from the calculation 
of the value of the estate. 

Because homesteads would be excluded 
from the value of the estate, the bill 
specifies that to be eligible for burial 
benefits, the value of the estate could not 
exceed $25,000, rather than the current 
$35,000. 

It is clear that if an estate includes a 
homestead, very few estates, except those 
of the truly indigent, would be valued at 
less than $35,000, yet may lack sizeable 
cash assets. Such people may need and 
deserve the county burial allowance, and 
should not be forced to go into debt to pay 
burial expenses. This, in effect, penalizes a 
veteran or surviving spouse who owns a 
home. 

Meanwhile, the House has approved and 
sent to the Senate a bill which would en- 
courage self-reliance and independence in 
legally incapacitated veterans. 

Such veterans are currently prohibited 
from handling even a part of their own 
monetary affairs, even though other law 
allows other mentally or physically 
disabled persons to handle some of their 
own affairs. 

This situation is especially unfortunate 
in that when a veteran is cared for in a 
facility or institution, he may be some 
distance from his family or guardian. 
Although they may well be able to handle 
enough money to purchase needed per- 
sonal items, they are not legally permitted 
to do so. Instead, they are forced to request 
such money from the guardian who con- 
trols the Veterans Administration funds 
received by the incapacitated veteran 
every time they have to buy something. 

The bill approved by the House would 
allow a probate court to authorize the 
veteran to function without the consent or 
supervision of his guardian in the handling 
of part of the veteran’s money, including 
maintaining a savings or checking ac- 
count.

Ambassador to the United Nations, An- 
drew Young, regarding the "thousands of 
politial prisoners confined to American 
jails”, its message was diluted by the poor 
application of logic. 

If we are all guilty of making mistakes, 
then by the logic presented by the Com- 
munists, none of us is qualified to suggest a 
course that might avoid those mistakes in 
the future. And as a matter of fact, all of us 
represent the sum total of the knowledge 
we have gained from making those 
mistakes and it is only through the ap- 
plication of that hindsight that we are able 
to progress.

Chamber Chatter 

Cutting down forest 
necessary for 

environment

We are constantly reminded by en- 
vironmentalists how grateful we should be 
for trees and other greenery because of 
all the nice things they do for our air 
supply. I hope it will come as a con- 
siderable shock to these environmentalists 
to learn that our air quality laws are now 
soextreme that compliance with them can 
actually require cutting down a forest. 

It works like this: 

Say you want to build a new coastal port 
facility to bring in Alaskan oil (to help 
solve the energy problem). This facility 
would have to be located in what the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency calls a 
"nonattainment” area, because of high 
oxidant levels (smog) in the air there. 
Since the new port might make some 
small contribution to the problem, it 
cannot be built until the amount of 
pollution that it will add is “offset” by a 
greater reduction in existing sources of 
pollution in the area. 

In an urban area, the required offset 
may be achieved by measures such as 
buying up and closing down sources of 
hydrocarbon emissions (from which come 
oxidants) like gasoline service stations 
and drycleaners, an uifortunate ex- 
pedient for those who need the services of 
these establishments But what if the area 
in question is rural, not urban? 

As a matter of fact, most hydrocarbon 
emissions in our coastal areas come from 
trees, swamps and marshlands — all high 
in ecologists’ esteem 

Therefore, obtaining an offset sufficient 
to build your port may require cutting 
down a grove of trees, or filling in a marsh 
or two. 

Lest anyone think me excessively 
hypothetical, I want to make it very clear 
that this situation has actually occurred, 
in full compliance with, and because of, 
the laws of the United States of America 

The case I have described involves just 
one of the major forms of controlled air 


pollution. There are five of them. And a 
“nonattainment” area is one of many 
classifications, each of which has slightly 
different regulations. As you might 
suspect, when you put it all together it is 
difficult to find any part of the country that 
is not in some way threatened by EPA’s 
regulatory ax. 

For example, we usually associate 
“particulate” (dust) pollution with heavily 
industrialized areas But the biggest 
particulate problem is out on the mid- 
western plains, where windstorms whip up 
natural dust clouds. 

Oddly enough, EPA will allow for the 
natural pollution of dust in the West, but 
will not allow for the natiral pollution of 
vegetable hydrocarbons anywhere. 

The net result is a nonsystem that 
overprotects underpopulated areas, give 
environmental considerations primacy 
over social and economic considerations, 
treats differing parts of the country 
inequitably, and actually encourages 
destruction of the environment to 
“protect” the environment. 

1 modestly suggest that a form of 
pollution generated in abundance by 
nature can not pose a substantial threat to 
mankind, otherwise we would long since 
have vanished from the planet. Further, 
the ecological cost of trying to suppress 
such pollution is quite likely to surpass 
whatever damage it does. And if you 
concede these two points, then what is the 
rationale for forbidding desirable com- 
mercial or residential development that 
would make, at worst, a miniscule addition 
to whatever mother nature is pumping into 
the air? 

The complexities and contradictions of 
our pollution control regulations are far 
greater than I am able to convey in this 
limited space Worse yet, they can be 
invoked in the name of “motherhood” 
issues like “clean air,” while the ac- 
companying excesses and red tape remain 
hidden from the typical citizen until local 
enforcement begins — something most of 
us still have to look forward to 


Health Beat 


Dentistry Today 

(Part II)

“Tooth decay, which ought not to happen 
with anywhere near the frequency it does, 
is basically the result of acidic erosion of 
the tooth enamel caused by excretions 
of mouth bacteria which have ingested 
sugars,” said Dr Eichler 

He emphasized that he was talking about 
colonies of bacteria, not a few individual 
bacterium 

“If you understand that it takes from 24 
to 36 hours for a dangerous level of bac- 
teria colonies to congregate in your mouth, 
then you quickly understand why it is vital 
for one properly to clean one’s teeth on a 
24-hour schedule,” he said. 

According to the doctor, a combination 
of foodstuffs and bacteria — known as 
dental plaque — form on the tooth and 
begin to eat their way through the enamel 
to produce a dental carie or cavity. 

“As the plaque is penetrated by calcium 
salts, called calculus, it must be removed 
before it calcifies to the teeth. Once the 
plaque has hardened, it forms a cover over 
the tooth under which new colonies of 
bacteria will form and not be accessible to 
cleaning.” 

How do we prevent the plaque for- 
mation, and how do we properly clean the 
teeth? 

“Initially, we must be realistic. The 
American diet, and perhaps the diets of 
most cultures, contains an inordinate 
amount of sugar. While it’s not my purpose 
to snipe at the preparers or processers of 
food, there can be no honest argument that 
sugar is the principal cause of dental 
decay. This has been proved in the 
laboratory, and there has never been 
contrary scientific evidence introduced to 
support any other position. 

As I first aid, realistically we will never 
reduce entirely the amount of sugar in the 
diet. But we can certainly minimize the 
amount we ingest by watching our diet.” 


If we, albeit sadly, admit that sugar is 
going to be a big part of our diet, how do we 
best prevent the effects of that sugar? 

“The teeth must be cleaned - brushed - 
on a periodic basis. This means at least 
once every 24 hours. You should use a soft, 
and I stress soft, toothbrush and fluoride- 
type toothpaste. Current knowledge tells 
us that the use of a very hard-bristled 
toothbrush is probably counter- 
productive. The hard bristles do nothing 
more than irritate the gums and perhaps 
introduce secondary problems which did 
not exist in the first place. 

“I recognize that in some circles there is 
an outright distrust of fluoride as an ef- 
fective decay preventative tool. However, 
we do know that in some sections of the 
Country, specially the Southwestern 
United States, fluoride exists naturally in 
the water in proportions much greater 
than anything we add to toothpaste or to 
drinking water. 

“We a Iso know that the people w'ho have 
used this fluoridated water all their life do 
not seem to have any greater incidence of 
cancer than do any other segment of the 
general population. Our very existance is a 
series of trade-offs. Does the possible 
harm of a procedure negate the possible 
good in another area? I remain a firm 
advocate of fluoridation. 

“Another tool so often over looked is the 
use of un-waxed dental floss to clean 
between the teeth where a toothbrush can 
not exert any influence. The floss should be 
almost wrapped around the tooth at the 
gum line, and then pulled toward the biting 
edge of the tooth. It’s that simple. 

“The emphasis on everything I’ve said is 
on keeping the teeth clean and free of 
bacteria colonies. Questions sometimes 
come up regarding the effectiveness of a 
water -pick device. Water picks are fine, 


but only as adjuncts to flossing and proper 
brushing ” 

Dr Eichler said that educating a child is 
an essential part of a sensible dental 
health program 

“A child should be brought to the dentist 
at age 3 or 3 and-a-half Most likely all that 
will be required at the first visit will be a 
cleaning But that’s important. Cleaning 
is non-invasive, painless, and can actually 
be a fun experience as the rotary brush 
may tickle the child. What is of major 
significance is that a child will early on in 
his development be conditioned to the 
necessity of proper dental care, and will 
associate a trip to the dentist as a pleasent 
experience. 

“The child learns that the dental en- 
vironment is relaxing and not threatening. 
A most important step in the child’s 
education.” 

In the case of small children, Dr. Eichler 
said that parents are the primary dentists. 
He said that parents ought to brush their 
children's teeth for the first few years, to 
ensure the job is properly done and to train 
the child in the importance of this daily 
necessity. 

“Examine your child’s teeth regularly. 
You don’t have to be a graduate dentist to 
do this. If you see anything which looks

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Social Security changes 
to affect retired farmers 


The way that retired farmers 
earnings a ffect their Social Security 
benefits has been changed And Dr 
Mike Kelsey. Michigan State 
University Extension agricultural 
economist, suggests that farmers 
who have already retired or who 
are planning to retire, get 
acquainted with the new’ rules. 

Under the old law. retired far- 
mers— as well as teachers, con- 
struction workers, life insurance 
salespeople and otherscould earn as 
much as they wanted on a seasonal 
or monthly basis. Their earnings 
would affect their benefits only for 
those months in which they worked 
They would receive full benefits the 
rest of the year 

Uner the new law, if these retired 
persons earn nyre than the allowed 
amount during inypriod of the year, 
the ir benefits 'are reduced for the 
total year, regardless of w r hetheer 
they worked every month or not The 
allowed amount varies with the age 
of the retiree For those under age 
65, it is$3,240 For po-sons aged 65 to 
72. the maximum earning a re $4,000 


For people over 72. there is no in- 
come limit. 

Under the old rules, a cherry 
grower, for example, could work 
from April through August and earn 
anv amount of money DEpending 
on the level of benefits to which he 
was entitled, those earnings would 
significatntly reduce or even cancel 
his benefits for those five months 
During the other seven months 
wehenhe was not working, however, 
he could draw his full benefits. 

Under the new rules, that fruit 
gorwer’s summer earnings, if over 
the allowable limit for retiree’s in 
his age group, would reduce his 
monthly benefits for the entire year 
His benefits would be reduced y $1 
for every’ $2 he earned Please not. 
that it is earnings rather than work 
that affects Social Security benefits 

Farmers who are planning for 
retirement need to be aware of this 
change so that they can plan to sell 
their Cfop inventory before they 


apply for retirement benefits

Planned law would 
help buying homes 


Congressman William D Ford <D- 
15th District) has co-sponsored 
legislation aimed at assisting 
middle-income Americans in pur- 
chasing homes and in helping to 
rejuvenate deteriorating urban 
neighborhoods 

Entitled the Housing Opportunity 
Act of 1978, the bill would authorize 
low-interest mortgages for up to 
400,000 homes each year, with a 
least 100.0000 of these required to 
be in urban areas 

“The cost ot the treasury would be 
minimal,” Congressman Ford said, 
“since the government would 
recover its money when the home is 
again sold Over the years, this 


program would thus become self- 
sustaining ” 

The interst subsidy would be on a 
sliding scale, based on the price of 
the home, with the largest subsidy 
going to the lowest priced home. 
Homebuyers under the program 
would have their interest rate cut 
three points the first year, and then 
gradually pay more, at the rate of a 
quarter-point each year, until the 
three percent is made up. 

“This program will provide a 
great impetus for the homebuilding 
industry.” Congressman Ford said 
“and also will make home owner- 
ship more accessible to those many 
Americans w ho cannot now' afford to 
buy their own home.”

Leadership of Wayne State 
1'niversitv changed hands officially 
on Tuesday. Aug 1, when Dr 
Thomas N Bonner, academic ad- 
ministrator and historian, becomes 
the seventh presiderl of Michigan's 
third largest university 

He succeeds George E Gullen Jr. 
who is retiring after seven years as 
president 

Bonner brings to WSU a wealth of 
experience both in the academic and 
administrative areas of university 
operations Since July 1974 he has 
been president of Union College. 
Schenectady. NY. and chancellor 
of Union University, a group of area 
member institutions offering 
cooperative educational programs. 

Gullen. the first WSU graduate to 
serve as its president < Law *36), 
leaves a university he led firmly 
forward in a difficult period Despite 
severe financial strictures WSUM 
maintained its high academic 


reputation. 10 major campus 
structures were begun or completed

Dr Bonner. 55, began his 
academic career in 1951 as an 
academic dean at William Woods 
College in Fulton, Mo In 1954 he was 
appointed a Fulbright Lecturer in 
American Civilization at the 
University of Mainz, Germany, and 
in 1955 was a lecturer at the Salzburg 
Seminar in Austria. 

That f all he returned to the United 
States to become professor of 
history and head of social sciences 
at the University of Nebraska - 
Omaha, positions he held until 1962 
when he left to conduct an un- 
successful campaign for Congress 
from Nebraska's 2nd District. 

In 1963 he was named professor 
and chairman of the history 
department at the University of 
Cincinnati and in 1968 became the 
luniversity ’s provost and vice 
president In 1971 he accepted the 


presidency at the University ot New 
Hampshire, where he remained

— Michigan congressmen were 
urged by a Bell System business 
rival to support legislation in 
Washington that would enforce fair 
competition on the telephone in- 
dustry. 

Joseph Choma. president of the 
Michigan Independent Com- 
munications Association, said, “The 
alternative to competition as 
proposed by the Bell System, w r ould 
mean a return to monopoly and 
more runaway communications 
costs for business and home con- 
sumers.” 

Choma, who also is president of 
his own telephone equipment firm, 
Exeeutone-Lansing, Inc., said the 
recently introduced Com- 
munications Act of 1978 “offers 
Congress the opportunity to write 
into law the broadened competition 
in telecommunications ordered by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission and upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

“The FCC and other federal 
agencies including the Justice 
Department have agreed that 
competition has lowered consumer 
prices and brought new and in- 
novative equipment to the 
marketplace,” he said “We now 
have the chance to make this the 
law of the land.” 

Recently Rep. Lionel Van Deerlin 
(D-Calif.), chairman of the House 
.-communications subcommittee, 
introduced a proposed new T Com- 
munications Act to replace the 1934 
law which many in Washington 
believe has been made obsolete by 
technology and changing consumer 
needs. 

The 1934 act helped establish a 


large regulatory machine in 
telecommunications, something the 
new r bill would reverse. Rep Louis 
Frey (R-Fla.), the subcommittee's 
ranking minority member, 

cosponsored the bill. 

Choma said this states 
congressional delegation should help 
insure that the new* Communications 
Act, as it moves through Congress, 
provides the necessary safeguards 
for Bell’s small competitors in the 
telephone equipment industry. 

He said one of the major forces 
threatening competition in the field 
today was the Bell practice, which 
has been identified by the FCC and 
other regulatory bodies, of siphoning 
off some profits from home and 
small business subscribers to 
finance predatory pricing against 
small competitors 

“The current Justice Department 
antitrust suit against the Bell 
System includes predatory pricing 
as one of the major charges,” 
Choma said. “Rather than wait 
perhaps a decade for the courts to 
settle this issue, our association 
believes Congress now should make 
it a clear violation of the law\” 

The Michigan association and its 
national body, the North American 
Telephone Association, together 
with allies among consumer groups 
and legislators, have fought a 
decade-long battle to insure that 
competition is made a part of the 
U.S. communications law.

County heads back 
tax cuts when needed 


Calling for a “rollback of property 
taxes,’’ if they reach “confiscatory 
levels,” and property taxes which 
accurately reflect what it costs to 
provide essential local govern- 
mental services, more than 4,000 
county officials have approved a 
resolution on tax reform and 
responsible government 

The resolution was adopted during 
the National Association of Counties 
(NACo) 1978 annual conference, 
held in mid-July and where 
Proposition 13 was one of the 
dominant issues. 

The tax reform resolution calls on 
federal, state and local officials to 
renew their efforts to eliminate 
waste, reduce bureaucracy and cut 
red tape in government It also calls 
on county officials to support the 
President and Congress in their 
efforts to balance the federal budget 
at the earliest oossible date and to 
“assume our share of that 
responsibility.” 

Tlie resolution recognizes that 
property tax levels are often in- 
tolerable and that the property tax 
itself has been asked to carry far too 
many governmental burdens. The 
resolution points out that too often 
the “overloadint” of the property 
tax is not the result of votes by local 
elected officials, but rather the 
mandates of federal and state 
governments. 

Recating to the resolution, NACo’s 
1977-78 President William 0. Beach 
of Montgomery County, Tenn., said 
he believes counties are willing to 
take “their fair share of cuts’” when 
it comes to national tax reform as 
long as efforts to reduce government 
spending occur at all levels of 
government - federal, state and 
local. 

Sen. James A. Sasser (D-Tenn.) 


said at one of the NACO’s sessions 
that he didn't believe that the 
American people wanted “meat 
axe” cuts in vital, basic services. 

“I don’t think that the American 
people want us to make wholesale 
cuts that would further reduce the 
quality of life for many people who 
are poor, disabled, elderly or 
disadvantaged,” he said, adding 
that Proposition 13 type initiatives 
will be encouraged by indications 
from the federal Congressional 
Budget Office that California’s 
proposition will reduce inflation 
slightly and by the fact that state 
governments now have “an 
aggregate surplus of more than $18 
billion”. 

He said the obvious answer is to 
strike a happy medium. 

“We must in some way strike a 
comprise between the needs of ef- 
ficient government and the demands 
of the people for services at minimal 
cost.” 

Sandra Smoley, one of the 
few California county officials able 
to attend the conference, talked 
about the immediate situation in her 
state. 

The Sacramento County super- 
visor said: “We will use $4 billion of 
our state surplus in order to try to 
maintain California’s 8,000 special 
districts, school districts, counties 
and cities at a budgetary level that 
will approximately 90 percent of 
what otherwise was expected in 
1978-79. 

“Our problems, however, are just 
beginning, because a year from now 
we expect to have only $3 billion the 
state surplus available for local 
government. Schools alone expect to 
need an additional $800 million just 
to maintain their budget and 
salaries at the leve projected for 
1978-79.”

were also told that they may not like 
the changes Congress is proposing to 
make in Comprensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) 
programs, but that these changes 
may be necessary* to keep such 
programs alive 

At a panel session on CETA re- 
enactment, congressional staff 
members pointed out that CETA 
programs have come under public 
fire recently. Susan Grayson, 
majority staff director of the House 
subcommittee on employment 
opportunities, saie one of the major 
criticisms of CETA was “a 
widespread feeling that much of the 
money is being used for jobs that 
would have otherwise been funded 
through local resources.” 

Whether justified or not, such 
criticisms — plus the “Proposition 
13 fever” — have put Congress in a 
mood to design a “lean, tight and 
streamlined CETA re-enactment bill 
to serve people who are the harest to 
employ,” Grayson said. 

The proposed CETA legislation 
would significantly tighten elibilbity 
standards, put a more restrictive 
ceiling on salaries for public service 
jobs, and specify what kinds of jobs 
can be created. 

Many county officials believe 
these changes would make CETA 
too rigid and destroy the flexibility 
of local governments to design 
employment programs to meet the 
particular needs of their com- 
munities. However, Grayson 
warned that attempts to amend the 
legislation may jeopardize changes 
for passage of a re-enactment bill 
this summer.

Grocery code 

is defended 
for safety 
of consumer 

AB9FGD7 

What you have just read is not a 
typesetting error Indeed, the 
foregoing series of letters and 
numbers carries with it a wealth of 
information, according to Charles J 
Carey, president of the National 
Food Processors Association. 

“The next time you go grocery 
shopping, ’ Carey suggests, “pick up 
a can or a jar of food and examine 
the code on the end It will typically 
be in six figures, though it might be 
in as many as 10 Of course, each 
packer has his own different code 

Carey explains that in the 
hypothetical code above, the first 
letter “A” might signify the plant at 
which the product was packed. “B” 
indicates what the product is, “9”, 
“F” and ”G” the year, month and 
day in which the product was 
processed and *7" the line of 
production on which it moved. 

“In other words,” he says, 
“AB9FGD7might mean that here is 
a can of green beans which was 
packed in Plant Four of the 
Philadelphia Canning Co. in 
Philadelphia. Pa., on Dec. 31, 1977, 
between8a.m. and noon.That’sa lot 
of information in very little space.” 

According to Carey, all foods 
packed in cans and jars are coded in 
this fashion in order to insure that 
consumers are protected in the 
unlikely event that these products 
are contaminated or defective 

“This little code is one of the best 
friends the consumer has,” Carey 
says. “The NFPA has always 
strongly recommended that all of its 
members code their products and 
has supported this position with the 
government. The Food and Drug 
Administration’s processing 
regulation for low acid canned foods 
requires a code on all containers.” 

“Container coding is an invaluable 
service to the consumer,” Carey 
says. “There is no way you could 
include all that information 
otherwise , there really isn’t enough 
room to spell it out on a label. And it 
would be of no interest to the 
average consumer anyway If any 
defect should bediscovered after the 
processing has been completed, the 
product can he identified and pulled 
out of the warehouse. It can even be 
traced in the marketplace.” 

Recently, the New York State 
Consumer Protection Board asked 
the Food and Drug Administration 
to reluire that canned foods show' 
the “pack date” — the day. month 
and year when products are 
processed. 

According to Carey, such in- 
formation would be of limited value 
to the consumer because the time of 
durability or “shelf life” differs 
from product to product 

“We shouldn’t confuse the con- 
sumer with meaningless in- 
formation,” he says. “The majority 
of consumers are already over- 
burdened by the plethora of in- 
formation now- appearing on food 
labels. They don’t need to be further 
inundated with information that

Carey says recent studies indicate 
that it is technically feasible for food 
canners to determine typical shelf 
lives for their products and to label 
them with a recommend tion of 
when the product whould be used 

“It is infinitely more sensible to 
tell the consumer when to use a 
product than to provide a pack date 
which would, in fact, tell the con- 
sumer nothing about the product’s 
useful life. Information is worthless 
unless it can be understood and 
applied,” he says. 

The National Food Processors 
Association i formerly the National 
Canners Association) represents 
more than 500 companies that pack 
about 90 percent of the canned 
fruits, vegetables, meats, fish and 
specialty products produced in this 
country, as well as a substantial 
volume of other processed foods

Gardening tips 


1. How should I store leftover 
seeds for next year? 

If you overbought vegetable and 
flower seeds this year, the unused 
seed should be stored in a cod, dry 
location. An attic or unheated up- 
stairs room will be suitable. Most 

varieties of seed will keepwell for a 

second year, but sweet corn can be a 
little tricky if not given exact 
storage conditions. 

2. What is the white material 
coating the blades of my grass? 

This is powdery mildew, a fungus 
problem that develops in shady 
areas of where there is poor air 
circulation. An application of 
fungicide such as Karathane or Acti- 
dione will control the disease. If 
possible, reduce shade by pruning 
dense trees and shrubs. 

3.1am a beginning gardener; how 
do 1 know when beans, broccoli, 
onions, and tomatoes are ready for 
picking? 

Thepeakof perfection varies from 
crop to crop. Harvest snap beans 
about two to three weeks after they 


flower. The pods should show only 
slight bulges from the developing 
seeds inside Broccoli should be 
picked before the dark green 
blossom clusters open into yellow 
flowers. Onions for fresh eating can 
be harvested a lmost any t ime. Those 
for storage should be left in the 
ground until the topis have fallen 
over and turned brown. In har- 
vesting tomatoes you should wait 
until the fruit is a uniform red or 
yellow. Mushy tomatoes are past 
their prime 


4. There is a wasp nest under the 
eaves near my front door. How can I 
get rid of it? 

You can either use Sevin or 
Diazinon in a garden sprayer or 
purchase a commercial aerosol 
especially designed for bees, wasps 
and hornets. Wear protective 
clothing and spray these materials 
in the evening. Direct all in- 
secticides into the nest. Several 
applications may be necessary on 
successive evenings before all in- 
sects are killed and the next can be 
safely removed

LEMON CHOOZ 

Vt cup butter 
lVfe cups flour, sifted 
Vi cup light brown sugar, firmly packed 
1 15-oz. can sweetened condensed milk 
cups graham cracker crumbs 
Vi cup flaked coconut 
Vfc cup chop*t. walnuts. 

Cream butter, add sugar and flour and mix until 
crumbly. Press into a greased 10x15” pan and bake for 5 
minutes at 350 degrees. Cool. Combine remaining 
ingredients and mix until well blended. Spoon over baked 
crust, spread with a buttered spatula. Bake 12 to 15 
minutes at 350 until golden. Frost with lemon icing. 

LEMON ICING 

1 cup sifted contectioners sugar 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon melted butter. 

Blend and spread over warm Lemon Chooz. 


The home-grown tomatoes are in, gals, and here’s a 
little side dish I put together last week (to go with that 
Zucchini with Bacon casserole you’ll find elsewhere in the 
Suburban Living section.) 

This is one of those basic recipes which can be added-to 
or doctored-up to meet the taste preferences of each 

family. . . 

Peel and slice several well-ripened tomatoes into a bowl 
and sprinkle with either sugar or artificial sweetener (to 
cut the acidity); add some snipped fresh parsley, some 
dill weed and ground black pepper and pour Kraft local 
Catalina dressing lightly over the mixture. Blend gently 
(with a rubber spatula) and chill well before serving. The 
family voted it “pretty dam good.”

Make it zucchini for dinner 


How’s your zucchini supply holding out? Are those gardening neighbors 
bombarding you w r ith the stuff and causing you to see slender green squashes 
in your sleep? 

Just in case you’re on the look-out for a couple more ways to fix that prolific 
vegetable, here are two additions to tuck behind that file card that reads 
“vegetables.” 

The first is one I clipped out of some newspaper or magazine last year and 
finally got around to fixing for my family last week When there’s not a single 
lick left in the dish, you know you’ve hit on something good! We found it 
delicious. 

Zucchini with Bacon 

24 cups zucchini, sliced medium 
4 cup sour cream 
1 egg yolk, slightly beaten 
1 tablespoon flour 
1 egg white, stiffly beaten 
1 cup Cheddar cheese, grated 
3 slices bacon 

One-third cup bread crumbs 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 

Cook zucchini in small amount of boiling salted water about 5 minutes (no 
longer! ) Mix together next 3 ingredients and fold in egg white. Fry bacon until 
crisp and drain on paper towels. Drain zucchini well, then layer in 1-quart 
casserole half the squash, egg mixture, cheese and bacon. Repeat. Top with 
bread crumbs that have been tossed with melted butter. Bake in preheated 
oven at 350 degrees for 20 minutes. Serves 2-3.

Cut up and 
add 4 or 5 fresh tomatoes, salt and pepper to taste and 2 basil leaves or about 
4 teaspoon dry basil. Cover and simmer for 20 minutes. Wash 1 large or 2 
small zucchini, cut in chunks and add to tomato mixture. Simmer for about 15 
minutes. 

CHEESE DUMPLINGS: Add 1 cup finely grated Parmesan cheese to 1 
slightly beaten egg and black or white pepper to taste. Mix together and drop 
by tablespoonsful onto hot zucchini mixture; cover and simmer for 5 minutes.

24 lbs. washed zucchini 

1 large clove garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons sesame seed 

salt and white pepper to taste 

Two-thirds cup shredded sharp cheese 

Thinly slice the zucchini and place with garlic in large skillet with small 
amount of water. Steam squash over low heat until just tender. Drain, mash 
thoroughly and set aside. Browm sesame seeds in a heavy iron skillet, stirring 
until they darken, remove from pan Add seeds, cheese and salt and pepper to 
squash, place over low heat ; cover until cheese melts. Serves 6 to 8 people.

Barnyards featuring farm 
animalsand deer that can be petted 
and fed, fierce timber wolves and 
bobcats that can be viewed up close 
and giant dinosaur reproductions 
are just part of the lure of 
Michigan's animal attractions. 

The Dinosaur Gardens and 
Prehistoric Zoo near Alpena con- 
tains no living creatures. It is filled 
with life-size reproductions of 
prehistoric dinosaurs and birds 
which inhabited the earth during 
that period. Tliere are more than 
two dozen huge, lifelike creatures 
displayed ina heavily forested tract 

The exhibits took 38 years to 
construct and assemble The huge 
brontosaurus, 80 feet long and 
nearly as high, took 2 ! * years to 
complete The gardens are open 
dailv from 8 a m. to 7 p.m. 

The Detroit Zoological Park in 
Royal Oak is well-known for its bar- 
free atmosphere, and it features 
more than 500 species of mammals 
ranging from great apes s to 
penguins. A new aviary, the size of a 
football field, features a free-flight 
area, with more than 100 species of 
birds 

The Detroit Zoo has the largest 
collection of polar bears in captivity 
and one of the largest and most 
attractive pengu inar iums 
anyw-here. 

Detroit’s Children Zoo on Belle 
Isle draws thousands of youngsters 


each summer to view , feed and pet a 
variety of small farm animals. 

The Stage Coach Stop, a theme 
park on US-12 in the Irish Hills, 
includes a barnyard with horses, 
donkeys, goats and pigs . A train ride 
is available and regularly 
scheduled, old-time western 
shootouts are featured on Main 
Street 

The Kensington Children's Farm, 
adjacent to Kensington Metropark 
near Milford, covers 100 acres 
bordering the Huron River The 
barnyard has live animals to pet and 
feed, plus pony rides and hayrides. 

The Kalamazoo Nature Center, 
70000 N. Westnedge Avenue, 
features a variety of farm animals 
and is oepn from 9 a m. to 5 p.m.

During the past six years John Glenn has been the Northwest 
Suburban Conference champ three times and co-champs twice and 
second once. 

“We need to continue this pattern,” says Coach Szukaitis.

It shouldn’t seem surprising that 
University of Detroit senior co- 
captains and All-American Terry 
Tyler and John Long were the first 
two players selected by the Detroit 
Pistons in the 1978 NBA draft, both 
picked off in the second round 

They’ve been about that close 
since they were 1974 Michigan Prep 
All-Staters and All-Americans, 
among the most highly recruited 
players in the state that season and 
early successes at U-D 

The two were part of a bumper 
crop of yearlings brought in by then- 
Titan Coach Dick Vitale, now their 
coach with the Detroit Pistons. The 
Titans that year landed virtually the 
entire Michigan All-State Team as 
Turono Anderson, Dave Grauzer 
and Kevin Kaseta formed the hub of 
Vitale’s first recruiting efforts. 

Long, a 6-5 scoring machine, 
averaged 25 ppg as a prep junior a nd 
23 as a senior on his way to All- 
American mention He also ran 
cross-country in the fall at suburban 
Romulus High School. At U-D, he 
went on to become the school’s all- 
time top scorer with 2167 points and 
set records for games played, field 
goals, field goal attempts while 


rating eighth in career rebounding. 
Always a great outside jump- 
shooter, Long developed a strong 
inside game as well as an ability to 
drive. 

Tyler, on the other hand was a 6-7 
jumping jack who had to play the 
middle in college against con- 
sistently taller foes. The Detroit 
Northwestern grad also gained All- 
American acclaim despite not beirfg 
a super scorer He always was a 
rebounder and shot-blocker as his 16 
blocks in an All Star game against a 
touring Russian team showed. At U- 
D, Tyler finished third on the all- 
time point parade at 1649 as well as 
third in rebounding in 1151. In his 
senior season he led the nation in 
blocked shots with 172 while rating 
12th in rebounding He matched 
Long in career games played. 

Tyler has his degree in sociology 
while Long is little more than a 
semester away from his U-D 
diploma 

As collegians they were known as 
"Mr. Inside (Tyler)*’ and “Mr 
Outside (Long)’’ or even more 
appropriately ’Thunder (Tyler)** 
and Lightning (Long)*’. But the 
mark of greatness was there in their 
prep careers.
